Other thousands of demonstra- 
tors swarmed through the streets 
of Paris, Metz, Thionville, Lyon 
and Longwy, carrying banners 
reading ‘‘Free Algeria’ and ‘‘Inde- 
pendence.” 

In Paris alone, 700 demonstrators 
were arrested. Hundreds of others 
were rounded up in the big provin-| 
cial cities. 

The riots spelled a new crisis for’ 
Premier Edgar Faure, who won! 
a 447-140 vote of confidence in the! 
National Assembly early today for 
his reform program to appease 
Moroccan nationalists.

Reinforcing gendarmes then 
moved in with tear gas guns but 
the mob fell on them with sticks 
and native Arab clubs. 

The gendarmes opened fire with 
carbines and the mob scattered, 
leaving its dead and wounded. 

In Paris, forewarned police stop- 
ped a mass demonstration before 
it started by picking up 700 Algeri- 
ans as they got off buses and sub-

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Adlai Talks Sense 
On Farm Problem 


Adlai Stevenson, who insisted on 
“talking sense to the American people” in 
1952 during a campaign characterized 
otherwise by some remarkable dema- 
goguery, made a speech in Green Bay, 
Wis.. Friday night about the farm 
problem. 

Again he talked sense. He offered no 
cure-all solutions but he did place the 
farmers’ plight in its proper perspective. 

. . The farm problem,” said Steven- 
son, ““won’t be solved by Republican ora- 
tory and pious admonitions to the farmer 
to grin and bear it. ...” Neither, said he, 
will it be solved by Democratic promises. 

In New Brunswick, N.J., Thursday 
night, Agriculture Secretary Benson in- 
sisted that the solution lies largely in 
research—in reducing unit costs, improv- 
ing quality and expanding markets. 


These are laudable long term “grin and 
bear it” goals. 

But the immediate problem is now. 
Farm parity has dropped from 100 in 


1952 to 84 today. The Benson (prosperity 
is just around the corner) program is 
not working. 

“Instead of eliminating surpluses, as 
advertised,” Stevenson said, “it is elimi- 
nating farmers, as not advertised. After 
two or three years of heroics, ballyhoo 
and unprecedented applause from the 
Republican press, our past problems are 
still with us.” 

He pointed out that the price support 
system had served the nation and the 
farmers well and resulted in their being 
able to produce the food and fibre needed 
during the war and postwar years. And 
he’s thankful for surpluses instead of 
scarcities. 

“High price supports,” he declared, 
“are the counterpart of the protection 
which the worker has for his wages and 
which the manufacturing corporation de- 
rives from its flexibility and tariffs. As 
between price supports on the one hand 
and no price supports and no farm aid 
on the other hand, I am for high price 
supports... .” 

As good as it may have been in its 
day, he declared, the old program by it- 
self is not good enough for now. “The 
problem is to see that the farmer gets 
his proper share of the national income.” 

And he does make sense in saying “it 
is unfair and dangerous that farmers, 
alone among the great economic groups 
in our country, are not sharing in the cur- 
rent prosperity. . . . We cannot be satisfied 
as long as such shortcomings persist. We 
must be prepared to experiment with new 
techniques of insuring the farmer a fair 
income when the times turn against him.”

To Save Its Fine Oaks 


» It is a pity, but the great oaks of Ca- 
milla are fading fast. Progress has done 
them in, and progress must be served, 
even at the cost of a city sacrificing shade 
on its streets. 


The war against Camilla’s oaks has 
been one of attrition and has been going 
on for years, Paving, street widening and 
utilities all have taken their toll. Old age 
has come to many trees, too. Led by 
garden clubbers, the city has employed a 
tree expert to save as many oaks as pos- 
sible, so Camilla’s main streets will not 
be bleak and bare. 

Trees are the glory ofimany a Georgia 
town and city. Atlanta is embedded in a 
forest and the oaks along the streets and 
squares of Savannah make that city one 
of the world’s loveliest. The graceful out- 
lines of trees soften the harshness of many 
another Georgia community and, what is 
more important, help lower summer tem- 
peratures. 


Camilla is to be congratulated for try- 
ing to save all the trees it can. Its ex- 
ample could be profitably followed by 
other communities and persons, particu- 
larly those developers of scorched earth 
subdivisions whose first step seems to be 
denuding the landscape of all living green 
things before construction begins. 


Central of Georgia 
Dips Into Its Past 


Possibly because it is so briskly mod- 
ern, completely dieselized and all that, 
the Central of Georgia likes to indulge in 
a bit of nostalgia now and then. 


As well it can. For as railroads go, 
the Central of Georgia likes to indulge in 
reaching way back into the past when the 
burning issue in Georgia politics was rail- 
roads or canals. 

Railroads won that fight but the Cen- 
tral in a way managed to keep its feet 
wet. The affiliated Ocean Steamship Co. 
ran the grand old Savannah liners to 
Eastern ports and the Central once had a 
fleet of river boats. 


One of these boats, in the Apalachicola, 
Chattahoochee and Flint service is pic- 
tured in this month’s issue of the Central's 
house organ. Built at Columbus in 1880, 
she was named the Rebecca Everingham. 
She was a twin-stack stern-wheeler. She 
carried freight on her lower deck and had 
28 passenger staterooms on the second 
deck. The old print shows her in her 
youthful glory, her decks loaded vith 
bales, barrels and passengers, her flags 
and banners brave in the river breeze. 

The Rebecca Everingham’s days were 
short. She burned at Fitzgerald’s Landing, 
40 miles below Columbus in the spring of 
1884 with a loss of eight lives. Her un- 
timely end saved her from retirement or 
the scrap yard, for expanding railroad 
systems were drying up the rivers as ar- 
teries of commerce. 

Now, some 70 years later, the river’s 
coming alive. The Jim Woodruff dam and 


locks at the junction of the Flint and Chat- 
tahoochee are nearly finished and work 
will soon begin on the Fort Gaines dam 


and locks on the Chattahoochee below 
Columbus. 

The Rebecca Everingham and her sis- 
ters are through. But it won’t be too long 
before their modern counterparts, barges, 
and tugs, will be making regularly sched- 
uled runs from the Gulf to Columbus and, 
perhaps, some day to Atlanta.

Atlanta—The answers to the 
attempted justification of the 
Nazis’ antihuman behavior 
are now available, backed by 
the authority and integrity of 
a panel of scientists from dif- 
ferent countries who worked to- 
gether in the free atmosphere of 
the headquarters of UNESCO at 
Paris.

Building on their scientifically 
precise definition of race, the 
Scientists reached the following 
main conclusions: 

Race, as the term is commonly 
used, is less a_ biological fact 
than a social myth. 

No large, modern national or 
religious group, _ scientifically 
speaking, is a race. 

Racial discrimination has no 
scientific foundation in biological 
fact. 

Scientific tests have shown that 
the mental characters among all

The Air Gun 
Left Its Mark 


The Benjamin air rifle was a 
thing long of the past until I read 
recently that a man had Been i in- 
dicted for send- 
ing a chain let- 
ter to the Ben-*) 
jamin Air Rifle | 
Co. of St. Louis, 
Mo. What the 
fellow asked the 
air rifle people 
to do was send 
him a U.S. sav-ieee 
ings bond. Now ge 
a savings bond # 
is a-fine thing to. # 
have. But onetsescee ; 
should not try to acquire ger 
by soliciting through the mail, 
asking that the receipt for the 
purchase of a bond be sent to you 
and another to the first name on 
the list. Especially if the names 
on the list are your kinfolk, which 
is what the government charged 
was the case in this chain letter 
instance. 

But what I started to say was 
that I didn’t know Benjamin still 
made air guns. 

The Benjamin was the true 
air rifle, as distinguished from 
its more widely advertised con- 
temporaries which got their pro- 
pulsion from a spring. Actually 
it was not a rifle, nor were the 
others, as there was no rifling in 
the barrel. 

The Benjamin was a single- 
shot gun. Cocking was by pump- 
ing like inflating a bicycle tire. 
Theoretically, the more times one 
pumped the stronger the charge. 
Pumping was by pulling the plun- 
ger and placing it on the ground, 
then pushing down on the stock of 
the piece. A Benjamin did not 
load well in mud or snow unless 
one carried a block of wood to 
use as a base. 

This airgun packed a powerful 
wallop. Four or five strokes of 
the plunger compressed enough 
air to drive the pellet through 
both sides of a cigar box or a 
Black Beauty axle grease can. 

I cut notches on the stock of 
a Benjamin a long, long time 
ago, a nick for each sparrow 
felled and an occasional] larger 
one for the rabbit or squirrel 
that got close enough for the air 
blast to take deadly toll. I cut 


no notch the time the BB hit the 


knot in the siding on the barn 

and came back to clip me on 

the chin. When it did, it made a 

lasting *impression.

The World in Ways 


There is no man who does not in some. small 
fashion influence the world for good or ill. Every 
mani, in ways large or small, determines the char- 


acter and life of all men. This may at first seem preposterous, yet 
it is a sober and demonstrated truth. 


Some men, sitting in the seats of 
the mighty, of course wield great 
power, Their words can alter the 
course of history. Their influence 
can lead to war or peace, Yet the 
word spoken by each one of us is 
not lost, even in a world of loud, 
boisterous voices. 

Your world may be limited to a 
house, a place of work, and a 
social club. Or your world may be 
circumvented by the four walls of 
a hospital room. On more than one 
occasion I’ve. seen how the cheer- 
ful disposition of a patient in a 
hospital has given cheer to a ward 
full of sick and despondent per- 
sons. Through his good spirits, the 
cheerful patient has given a new 
spirit to those about him. They in 
turn pass that good feeling on to 
those who visit them, And then, 
perhaps, the hospital visitor may 
return to his home with a radiant 
cheerfulness which becomes con- 
tagious in the home life of young 
and old. “How far that little 
candle throws its beams!” wrote 
Shakespeare. ‘‘So shines a good 
deed in a naughty world.’’ By geo- 
metric progression, one kind word 
or deed may, turn by turn, make 
happy the lives of innumerable 
persons. 

A street car conductor some 
years ago said a cheerful ‘‘good 
morning” to a businessman who 
was at his wit’s end. That greeting 
stirred the weary heart of the pas- 
senger and instead of taking his 
life by his own hands, as he had

planned that morning, the busi- 
nessman devoted the remaining 20 


years of his life to making others 
happy. One never knows, and can 
never learn this side of Heaven, 
how some word or deed, however 
small or unconsciously done, may 
alter the lives of many others. 


All of us recall how one day 
when Abraham Lincoln, then an 
obscure country store clerk, inad- 
vertently overcharged a customer 
and later, discovering the error. 
trudged many miles to her home 
to repay her. An insignificant thing 
it was in itself, and yet how many 
children have been taught honesty 
by the repetition of this story of 
Lincoln’s integrity! 

And the reverse of these sug- 
gestions is also true. One dis- 
gruntled man can poison the 
minds of all the persons in an in- 
stitution or organization, One per- 
sistent town gossip ‘can spread lies 
about a worthy citizen and lead 
finally to that citizen’s repudiation 
by his former friends. 

Your little words and your small 
deeds are important. They may 
well become the measure of the 
happiness and good will in your 
home, along your street, in your 
place of employment, in your so- 
cial group, or in your church. We 
ought never to underestimate our 
power to influence for good or ill 
the lives of an inestimatable num- 
ber of persons. 


Security Reversals 


Are Better for All 


WASHINGTON—lIn the short span of a few 
weeks, three high officials of the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration have publicly reversed three security 


decisions and extended three personal apologies for false accusation. 


Secretary of the. Navy Charles 
S. Thomas apologized to Seaman 
Eugene W. Landy because he had 
been unfairly denied a commission 
in the Merchant Marine because 
of charges against his mother. De- 
cision reversed. 

Secretary of the Army Wilber M. 
Brucker apologized to Dr. Alfred 
P. Kelly of Wayne University be- 
cause the Army had charged that 
he was pro-Communist when the 
full facts showed that he was anti- 


“Communist. Decision reversed. 


Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
‘Taft Benson apologized to Wolf I. 
Ladejinsky because, though he had 
been cleared by the toughest se- 
curity officer in the government, 
Scott McLeod of the State Depart- 
ment, Mr. Benson had ruled him 
a Communist-front security risk. 
Decision reversed. 

These are not too many apolo- 
gies. These are honest, candid, 
straightforward apologies. But the 
fact that they were necessary—and 
there are others—shows how tardy 
the administration has been in re- 
viewing its own security program 
and how right Congress was at 
the last session to impose upon the 
administration a high commission 
investigation of security procedures 
and practices because the White 
House was so intent upon doing 
nothing itself. 

The most egregious and painful 
injustice and, therefore, the most 
significant correction is in the case 
of Mr. Ladejinsky, a distinguished,

loyal and long-term official of the 
United States government whose 
work for post-war land reform 
under Gen. Douglas MacArthur in 
Japan won the general’s special 
commendation. 

Mr. Ladejinsky was cleared by 
the State Department, smeared by 
the Agriculture Department, hired 
by the International Co-operation 
Administration (the Stassen agen- 
cy) and thus proclaimed to all the 
world as half-loyal and half po- 
tential enemy of his own country. 


When Secretary Benson honor- 
ably and frankly bared the record 
to the Johnson Senate subcommit- 
tee on the Government Employes 
Security Program last week, anotli- 
er newspaperman remarked to me: 
“Surely, this isn’t good enough. 
The least Mr. Benson should do is 
to write a personal letter to Mr. 
Ladejinsky.”’ 

He did and it does credit to all 
parties concerned. 

Secretary Benson acted with sin- 
cerity at all points. Once Mr. Ben- 
son surrounded all the facts and 
thereupon changed his judgment, 
he acted with a bigness and a dig- 
nity characteristic of the man. 50 
did Mr. Ladejinsky. It is fortunate 
that these were the two men con- 
cerned. The Benson - Ladejinsky 
case underlines that while no citi- 
zen has a “right” to a job with 
the government, no government 
can smear its citizens with im- 
punity.

Independent Telephone Assn. to the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion which regulates telephones as well as telegraph, radio and television. 
It is a proposal that could affect your rates. 


What they are seeking is a 
change tn present accounting 
praciices of the FCC which would 
permit tciephone companies to 
charge to “operating expenses” 
all contributions to, and mem- 
bership iees and dues in, organi- 
zations engaged in_ activities 
beneficial to the community. 
These would include not only 
charities as such, but a wide 
range of other activities. 

What the proposed change 
would mean is that such contri- 
butions would .be ‘‘above the 
line,’ as it is put, and thus de- 
ductible from operating income. 
This would mean that the com- 
panies ecoula show a lower figure 
tor net operating income for rate- 
making purposes and thus lay 
the basis for asking regulatory 
commissions, federal and state, 
to increase rates. 

That this would, in effect, be 
making the customer pay for 
charitable and other contributions 
by thé companies was a conten- 
tion made by several state utility 
commissions in their comments 
to the FCC opposing such a 
change in accounting practices. 

On file at the FCC is a letter 
from Sen. Paut H. Douglas 
(D-lil) to FCC Chairman George 
C. McConnaughey, inquiring 
about the AT&T-USITA request 
and, among other things, wheth- 
er approval by the FCC would 
permit utilities to charge to their 
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rate payers the charitable con- 
tributions of these utilities. 


“This raises a question as to 
treatment of these expenses in a 
rate proceeding before a regula- 
tory commission,” the chairman 
replied. ‘‘‘This appears to be a 
question that would have to. be 
resolved by the individual com- 
mission. The rule making dis- 
cussed here involves a question 
of accounting. The answer to this 
question does not control the 
treatment of these expenditures 
in a rate proceeding. It is be-

wasn’t doing any good at football. I asked him to give it one more 
whirl, and that at the end of practice, if we didn’t think he could 
make it, we’d tell him so.”’ 

He played hardly 
any at all in the G-Day game, but there was something about 
him that made the coaches remember him when they started 
talking about the prospects at Georgia this year. 

‘‘We thought he was a year away,’ Landrum said, “but 
we thought he might help us as a kicker.

yards. He’s been the most spectacular Bulldog of them all. 

It is first essential to remember Roy Wilkins from the recent 
afternoon of 28-7 victory over North Carolina. He became per- 
sonally acquainted with Carolina’s quarterbacks, he spent so 
much time in their company Saturday. He personally presented 
the ball to’ Georgia’s offensive committee: on at least three 
occasions that led to scores.

This brought on the gems of Orr, who makes pass-catching 
seem easy. Once he drifted in among Carolina’s defensive backs 
and leaped for a pitch that scored. Again, he simply maneuvered 
himself into the clear and caught another touchdown pass from 
Dick Young. Because of each other, they-have become the most 
prolific passing team in the country. 

For a chap who hasn’t played any more than a year of 
high school football, Orr’s coming-out is nothing less than 
unreal. The reason for it, his talents are native. He is an 
excellent pass receiver because his timing and his poise are 
extraordinary. He hasn’t great foot speed, but he runs with a 
deceptive change of pace. 

As yet, Orr hasn’t had much of a running chance, but his 
time will come. Before the season is over he'll become more and 
more one of the Bulldogs’ biggest ground threats. By the season’s 
end he might be the most dangerous runner in the backfield. 

It’s a tremendous story. It’s great for the kid who decides 
the world is against him and he hasn’t got a chance and why go 
on, anyway? Through an entire autumn’s work with the rinky- 
dinks, through half the winter practice Orr stayed with it. A year 
later, he’s got a potential that Georgia hasn’t seen since their 
last big man left. He’s awfully important to football in Athens 
these days, for the Bulldogs haven’t had a big man in a long 
time. This boy Orr, he’s something to hang your hopes on.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Oct. 9 #—Former major league 

. pitcher Howie Fox, 34, trving to clear his tavern of three 

young men, was stabbed to death early today and his bar- 
tender was critically slashed. 

The three youths later went to City Jail and surrendered. 

John J. Strickland, 20, a college student, was booked for 
investigation of murder and assault to murder. His two com- 
panions, Jack G. Allen, 21, and Martin Belto, 27, were booked 
as material witnesses. 

No charges were filed and police said none would be filed 
until Monday. 

The 195-pound Fox pitched for San Antonio of the Texas 
League this year. He was with the Cincinnati Reds in 1944 
through 1946 and again from 1948 through 1951 He was with 
the Philadelphia Phillies in 1952 and the Baltimore Orioles in 
1954. 

Here is what happened as police put the story together: 

Fox ordered the three out of the tavern because they were 
creating a disturbance. Outside the tavern, a fight erupted. 

The bartender; Hubert Callahan, 47, was critically cut. . 

Officers reported all three said they did not know Fox 
was fatally stabbed when they left. 

Witnesses said Fox was stabbed three times and died as

Soon a letter came back from 
Mrs. Eisenhower thanking the 
Guglielmis. Then yesterday morn- 
ing. Col. Robert L. Schulz, the 
President’s military aide called to 
tell. the Guglielmis how much 
everybody, including the President, 
enjoyed the multiple recordings. 
Col. Schulz particularly wanted to 
know the name of the vocalist. 

When photographers went out to 
the house last night, they found 
Mrs. Guglielmi calmly puffing a 
pipe. At first she was hesitant to 
have the fact published as she only 
does it around the house. She re- 
lented, however, and commented: 

“I wonder what Mr. Eisenhower 


would say if he knew the woman 


who sang those songs smoked a 
pipe?” 
Of her habit, she added: 


‘I love a pipe. I've been smok- 
ing them for eight -years. -Cigar- 
ettes aré too strong for me. They 
choke me up.’’ 

Her living

He predicted wonderful and terrible things for Atlanta’s fu- 
ture—a population of a million by 1961 or 62, four other cities, 
all bigger than Macon. cozying up to our city limits in 30 years 
and all of us zooming to our jobs downtown from ‘‘a new sub- 
urbia” on contraptions which up to now have been unheard of.

He said we are in the midst of what is basically ‘‘an incred- 
ible revolution in our economic society in the South’’—and al- 
though he meant a bloodless revolution, of course, I found it all 
so unsettling I felt just like the little dressmaker in “A Tale 
of Two Cities.” I kept wanting things to remain as they were 
in some foggy but idyllic era which may be long-gone or may 
not have existed at all. It just seems to me things used to 
be simpler . .. and quieter. 


Actually, when you hear Philip Hammer talk you realize we 
never had it so good as we like to think. 

Twenty years ago, he pointed out, the South was “‘an economie 
colony’’ of the United States. We didn’t have anything much 
but raw materials and too many people trying to eke an existence 
out of the land. All the economists and social workers who looked 


our way were concerned mainly, as Mr. Hammer pointed out, 
with kicking our income from $300 a year up to $500 a year. 

Then the war came along and things started happening to 
us—things that riled and disturbed us, to be sure, but also brought 
about an exciting new era of growth. There was a shift in our 
rural population. In 10 years 3'2 million people, Mr. Hammer 
says, left the farm. Factories came South, not just to make use 
of cheap labor, as many of us have long felt, but to latch on 
to a good market. They used our raw materials and then began 
something entirely new—imported raw materials to be proc- 
essed here. 


‘“Atianta is now by all odds the biggest manufacturing me- 
tropolis in the South—and that wasn’t true even seven years ago,” 
he said. “We have money in the bank for the first time, capital 
to invest. The South is opening up new vistas—an era of the 
kind the West knew some years ago. . . . Southern cities are grow- 
ing two or three times as fast as cities in other sections of 
the country.”’ 


I don’t know what that’s going to mean in the big, man-sized 
picture. I can’t even conceive of the new sewers that will have 
to be laid, the new water mains and gas and light and telephone 
lines. Mr. Hammer is ore of those people who can talk of such 
goings on as if it were a matter of stringing a clothesline to hold 
a new baby’s diapers. (Gosh, that’s something else to worry 
about! With a million people moving in among us, think of the 
diapers!) 

When Mr. Hammer had finished his talk he looked around at 
the social workers, ‘representatives of nearly every health and 
welfare agency in town, and he said, “If any group is con- 
cerned with both the problems and promises of the future, it’s 
this group in this room. And as'I look at you, I believe the future 
is safe.”’ 

Warm as my regard is for social workers, I marvel at ‘his 
confidence. Me, I’m still nervous.
